Dad’s coma may have led to grieving soldier’s suicide 


A soldier from Surbiton has 
died in a suspected suicide in 
Iraq, just days after learning 
his father was unlikely to ever 
wake up from a coma. 

Private Ryan Wrathall, 21, was 
found with a gunshot wound to the 
head at 6.30am local time at a Con¬ 
tingency Operating Base in Basra, 
on Thursday, February 12. He was 
serving with the 1st Battalion 
Princess of Wales Royal Regiment 
at the time. 

No one else is thought to be in¬ 
volved in the death, although an in¬ 
vestigation is under way. 

His mother Conchi Bullen, from 
Elmbridge Avenue, Surbiton, told 
this week how he had been rocked 
by the news that his father’s illness 
had worsened and believed he may 
still have been alive today if he had 
not heard the bad news in Iraq.

His father Shane Wrathall, of 
Kingston, had suffered health prob¬ 
lems for decades and was visiting 
Spain when he was struck down 
with pneumonia and fell into a 
coma. 

Ryan was given compassionate 
leave from the Army and flew to 
Spain with his mother to visit him 
on December 27, returning to Basra 
on January 5 believing that his con¬ 
dition would improve. 

But on February 9, he was told 
that his father had fallen into a per¬ 
manent coma. 

Ryan lived in Gran Canaria be¬ 
tween the age of six and 12, then 
moved back to the UK and was a 
popular pupil at Teddington 
School. 

He moved with his mother, stepfa¬ 
ther and two half sisters to Sur¬ 
biton in 2005, and worked part-time 
at Threshers off licence in Sur¬ 
biton and a fish and chip shop in 
Tolworth Broadway. 

He joined the Army at 19 ; 
keen to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of his grandfathers, 
who served in World War 
II and the Spanish Civil 
War. 

His mother Mrs 
Bullen, a Spanish 
teacher at Kingston 
College, said: “It is 
unbelievable. I just 
don’t understand it 
because he had so 
much going for him. 

I was always there to 
help Ryan so I don’t 
know why. 

“Maybe it wasn’t 
the environment 
for him to find out 
that his father was 
in a coma. If he 
had been closer to 


me he would have had more sup¬ 
port and handled it better. 

“Perhaps it was a hostile environ¬ 
ment and Ryan didn’t cope. Maybe 
he was a weaker character than we 
all thought.” 


His colleagues described him as 
an amiable and kind soldier who 
was keen and ambitious. 

He was known as “Mr Clown” be¬ 
cause of his sense of humour, and 
even had clown tattoos.

Bungling IT system 
causing ‘heartache’ 


The bungled NHS care records 
IT system, due to go live at 
Kingston Hospital in April, has 
been criticised by another hos¬ 
pital boss for causing 
“heartache and hard work”. 

Kingston Hospital is sup¬ 
posed to be next in line for the 
Care Records Service, part of 
the NHS’s £12.7bn IT program, 
which would see every patient 
have a computerised medical 
record. 

But it has already been forced 
to delay the introduction once, 
in October, when staff had 
done everything they possibly- 
could to be ready. 

It is currently seeking com¬ 
pensation for the £500,000 cost 
of keeping staff and contrac¬ 
tors in place in preparation.

Andrew Way, chief executive 
of the Royal Free, which began 
using the system last year, told 
the BBC it had cost his hospital 
£10m, forced him to employ 40 
extra staff to handle the extra 
workload, and meant fewer pa¬ 
tients had been seen. 

He said: “I think it is very dis¬ 
appointing that the work we 
had to do as a trust has caused 
our staff so much heartache 
and hard work. 

“I have personally apologised 
for the decision to implement 
the system before we were real¬ 
ly clear about what we were 
going to receive. I had been led 
to believe it would all work.” 


A Kingston Hospital 
spokesman said: “We remain 
fully committed to implement¬ 
ing the Care Records Service at 
Kingston Hospital and we are 
currently in discussions with 
NHS London to agree a new im¬ 
plementation date. 

“The trust previously delayed 
the planned go live date so as 
that any issues experienced at 
other trusts who have gone 
live, such as the Royal Free, are 
fully resolved. 

“This means that when we do 
implement the system at 
Kingston, the full benefits will 
be realised by our patients and 
staff.”

A bill to stop airport expan¬ 
sion will be proposed by 
Richmond Park MP Susan 
Kramer later this month.

Disabled travel in Kingston 
has won a reprieve from 
Transport for London (TfL), 
after it announced a delay in 
axing Capital Call.

“There has been no consul¬ 
tation at all, which we were 
promised. 

“We get annoyed with being 
an easy place to stick Boris 
Johnson’s cuts.” 

Kingston’s executive mem¬ 
ber for transport Councillor 
Bob Steed said: “It was com¬ 
pletely unacceptable for TfL 
to cancel Capital Call in 
Kingston without any consul¬ 
tation with the users of the 
service or the local council. 

“I can imagine that this sud¬ 
den news would have caused 


distress to the elderly and dis¬ 
abled residents who rely on 
the registered minicab ser¬ 
vice as an affordable and reli¬ 
able route to mobility and 
independence.” 

Disabled users said the ser¬ 
vice stopped them being over¬ 
charged by private operators 
and ensured a return trip 
booked. 

No one from TfL was avail¬ 
able for comment.

Council’s ‘Big Brother’ 
survey angers residents 


A Kingston Council survey ask¬ 
ing for residents’ salaries, sav¬ 
ings and personal living 
arrangements has been branded 
“intrusive” and “overly intimate” 
by concerned recipients. 

The Housing Market Assess¬ 
ment Survey was sent out at ran¬ 
dom to 10,000 households by 
independent research company 
Fordham. 

It asks dozens of questions, in¬ 
cluding details on residents’ em¬ 
ployment status, disabilities, 
annual income, level of savings 
and where they plan to live in fu¬ 
ture. 

The information will be used to 
make future decisions about the 
amount of affordable housing 
needed, and determine whether 
people can afford to buy or rent.

June Tims, of Kingston Hill, 
who received the survey earlier 
this month, said: “While I’m all 
for responding to surveys like 
this because they’re valuable, 
this one has gone too far. 

“Many of the questions are 
overly intrusive and we don’t 
know where the information is 
going to end up. It’s not the coun¬ 
cil doing it, it’s a company in 
Brighton. 

“These are questions that you 
wouldn’t ask to your closest 
friends or relatives. It is becom¬ 
ing like Big Brother more and 
more.” 

Surbiton Hill Councillor Paul 
Johnston said he had been ap¬ 


proached by people concerned 
about the level of detail in the 
survey and said the information 
was “nobody’s business”. 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said it was required by 
Government to undertake the 
survey. 

He added: “I would like to reas¬ 
sure residents that data is never 
analysed on an individual house¬ 
hold level, it is only ever used at 
the sub-area or borough-wide 
level. In no circumstances will an 
individual respondent ever be 
identifiable from either the raw 
data or the resulting report from 
Fordham.”

Resident who sprained 
ankle wins pothole case 


Pothole problems have cost 
Kingston Council £765 after a 
woman fell into one and 
sprained her ankle. 

The claim was taken all the 
way to Kingston County Court 
last month, after council bosses 
refused to accept that the 5cm 
(2in) deep pothole was danger¬ 
ous and the accident was its 
fault.

about to open. Elaine Clements, 
56, fell in the hole near her 
home in Bodley Road on 
November 16, 2007, when she 
got out of her car to post a letter. 

She said her ankle took three 
months to heal, which caused 
her great pain and stopped her 
practising yoga. 

Kingston Council workers in¬ 
spected the 7ft pothole twice be¬ 
fore the accident happened and 
decided it was not deep enough 


to be hazardous. 

But in his evaluation, district 
Judge Stephen Gold decided 
that both the council and Mrs 
Clements were 50 per cent re¬ 
sponsible for her injuries. 

A council spokesman said in 
the past three years, 26 out of 
court settlements have been 
made, with an average payout of 
£1,256. But in this case, 
Kingston Council was adamant 
its safety checks had not failed 
and “felt it had a duty to vigor¬ 
ously defend the claim”. 

Mrs Clements, who was repre¬ 


sented by her solicitor husband, 
said: “Roads get dangerous, that 
happens. People fall over, that 
happens. But what you want is a 
council that takes responsibili¬ 
ty for its actions.” 

In the past three years the 
council has received 292 claims 
for road-related damage or in¬ 
juries. 

Of those, 171 were refused, 95 
are ongoing and one is due to go 
to court.

Firms suffer 


The number of unemployed 
people in Kingston has risen 
to its highest level in more 
than five years, figures re¬ 
vealed last week. 

There were 27 per cent 
more people claiming job 
seeker’s allowance in the 
borough when compared 
with October 2008. 


Latest Government figures 
showed 1,671 people re¬ 
ceived the benefit in Jan¬ 
uary, up from 1,313 in 
October. 

The last time it was this 
high was in April 2003, but 
it is still better than the 1993 
recession, when 5,278 people 
were out of work. 


The borough currently has 
more people in work than 
the national and London av¬ 
erage, where almost 1 in 30 
workers are signing on, com¬ 
pared with one in 63 in 
Kingston.

ties on the site of the derelict 
White Hart pub in Hook. 

At the moment, despite their 
warmth and family feel, some 
of the current old-fashioned 
buildings have steep staircas¬ 
es, no lifts and are totally un¬ 
suitable for people with 
physical disabilities. 

Some of the 20 residents in 
the charity’s four homes can 
just about clamber up the 
stairs, but as they get older 
things will change. 

Richard Weir, manager of 
Fircroft’s residential homes, 
said: “The buildings we have 
now are becoming rapidly un¬ 
suitable but the new building 
will allow people who have 
been together for a long 
time to stay together. 


“The way this building is 
being designed is going to suit 
people’s needs for the future 
as they get older. If we don’t 
have this, people will have to 
be separated and they don’t 
want that.” 

In the new building, rooms 
and doors will be wide enough 
to accommodate wheelchairs. 

There will be a lift for any¬ 
body who does live above the 
ground floor and electronic 
hoists will help people get in 
and out of bed if they need 
them.

‘We need to compete with Chinese’

An engineering firm has ac¬ 
cused Transport for London 
(TfL) of undermining south Lon¬ 
don jobs during the recession by 
offering contracts overseas. 

AG Major (AGM) said it was 
asked to provide a quote on a job 
to refurbish advertising signs at 
Underground stations through 
company CBS, which is contract¬ 
ed by TfL to look after Under¬ 
ground refurbishments. 

AGM allege that after tender¬ 
ing CBS took its specification to 
Chinese firms to get a cheaper 
price. 

Bob Adaway, AGM general 
manager, said it was asked to 
quote on a refurbishment be¬ 
cause the current contract was 
over-budget and behind sched¬ 
ule. 

He said: “We completely re¬ 
designed the product so it was 
far superior in every way, with 
fewer component parts, which 
made fitting easier and quicker, 
making substantial savings to 
assemble and fit this frame to 
the tunnel walls. 

“The feedback we received was 
that London Underground were 
extremely pleased with the fin¬ 
ished product.” 

After the tender Mr Adaway 
said CBS never returned calls 
and “the only response we 
received was that our customer 
was going back to China to 
see what they could squeeze 


from the Chinese”. 

Mr Adaway said: “This multi¬ 
million pound project for Lon¬ 
don Underground is still a long 
way from completion so why, 
when this country is in deep re¬ 
cession, are they sourcing this 
amount of manufacturing in 
China? And if the Chinese are 
being asked to re-quote, why are 
we not being asked to do the 
same? 

“This project would keep many 
people in work and would result 


in AGM and our sub-contractors 
on this project employing more 
staff.” 

A TfL spokesman said: “We are 
looking into the case and will 
have a response for the paper 
next week.” 

Mr Adaway also praised our 
campaign. He said: “Most busi¬ 
nesses feel isolated and unable 
to make any impression on their 
own, but with your help I hope 
that we could achieve some, if 
not all, of the objectives.”

After 30 minutes behind the 
wheel with a green driving in¬ 
structor, I have picked up 
enough tips to help me save 
more than £200 a year on fuel. 

The free eco-driving lessons 
are being offered by Dagenham 
Motors in Thames Ditton, 
which has teamed up with the 
Energy Saving Trust to offer 
motorists advice on saving the 
planet as well as the pennies. 

We set out on a three mile 
course near the dealership and, 
on my first lap, instructor Tim 
Hicks lets me take to the wheel 
in my usual driving style. 

I notch up a respectable 48.9 
miles per gallon (mpg) but Tim 
tells me there is plenty of room 
for improvement. 

On the second lap he takes 
charge and shows me how to 
adapt my driving style. 

I learn key points such as 
moving off smoothly and learn¬ 
ing to use the momentum of the 


car rather than accelerating or 
braking harshly 
He also tells me to anticipate 
other drivers’ movements by 
keeping my distance, brake well 
in advance of roundabouts and 
junctions to avoid coming to a 
clattering halt and staying with¬

in the speed limits. 

“It is just about changing your 
mindset - once you learn the 
techniques, smarter driving 
habits will come naturally,” he 
said. 

“You have to be confident on

“Everyone can do it.” 

Armed with advice, I set off 
on my second lap and manage 
to increase my mpg significant¬ 
ly to 58.8mpg, which, Tim tells 
me, will save me nearly £220 a 
year on fuel and cut harmful 
carbon dioxide emissions. 

Manager of Dagenham Mo¬ 
tors Tom Probyn said: “Ford is 
committed to raising awareness 
of environmental issues and 
has been offering the lessons to 
show motorists that driving in 
an eco-friendly way is simple.”

I would like to thank all house¬ 
holds in Kingston for their ef¬ 
forts to make Kingston’s new 
recycling service a success. 

Their hard work has helped 
increase recycling by 30 per 
cent, and save 900 tonnes of 
waste going into landfill in 
November alone. This is a huge¬ 
ly encouraging trend. 

This increase in recycling is 
not just good for the environ¬ 
ment. It is good for our pockets, 
too. 

Like everyone else, the coun¬ 
cil is facing hard economic 


times. The recession is increas¬ 
ing pressure on many council 
services, while the government 
has cut our grant, and low inter¬ 
est rates are hitting our income. 

Increased recycling is saving 
local taxpayers hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in landfill 
tax payments. 

Inevitably, there have been 
some teething problems during 
the changeover to the new sys¬ 
tem, but these must not be 
blown out of proportion. 

Statistically, figures show one 
call per household was made to 


the council’s hotline over the 
first few months of the new 
scheme. Some of these were 
multiple calls from the same 
household. Thousands were 
from people requesting a larger 
wheelie bin or extra recycling 
boxes, while others were asking 
other questions. 

I would be the first to admit to 
problems where they have oc¬ 
curred. 

Some properties have experi¬ 
enced persistent missed collec¬ 
tions, to the understandable 
frustration of residents, and I 


have been concerned about the 
problems experienced by some 
people who need assistance in 
taking out their rubbish. 

I apologise for these mistakes. 

But now that specialised col¬ 
lection vehicles have been deliv¬ 
ered and the crews are 
becoming familiar with their 
rounds, calls to the hotline have 
returned to their normal level.

ple who wrote to the council.

How does the RPA think that just 
these two places, let alone others I 
have not mentioned, will be ac¬ 
cessed by public transport? 

Mr Buttery, director of parks at 
the RPA, is quoted as saying that 
these charges have been proposed 
in order to improve the parks and 
the safety of park users. 

At a charge of £1 for the first hour 
and then increases of 50p for every 
half hour up to three hours or over, 
when it will be £3, it is more likely 
that the charges are a revenue-rais¬ 
ing exercise. 

Please will anyone who feels 
strongly about this register their 
views before May 1, when the con¬ 
sultation process ends.

No Love No Hate, an exhibition 
at Stanley Picker Gallery, is 
showcasing new video and 
photographic work by artist 
Mike Marshall and, although 
the show is contemporary, it 
has strong links to Kingston’s 
artistic past. 

The gallery is part of 
Kingston University, as is the 
Dorich House Museum, which 
is currently showing a retro¬ 
spective of the work of 
renowned Kingston sculptor 
Dora Gordine, in conjunction 
with Kingston Museum (see 
inset for details). 

The Gordine exhibition also 
contains one of Marshall’s 
videos, with visitors to both ex¬ 
hibitions encouraged to visit 
the other - a match-up that 
David Falkner, director of the 
Stanley Picker Gallery, believes 
makes perfect sense. 

Filmed at Dorich House 
Museum, Marshall’s piece for 
the Gordine exhibition is called 
Strange Attractor and explores 
Gordine’s former home and 
studio as a confined site of 
creativity that also reaches 
towards the wider world. 

Falkner explains: “The link¬ 
up provides a creative bridge 
between a 20th century artist 
and a 21st century artist. 

“We commissioned Mike to 
create a piece of work to go in 
the Gordine exhibition. 

“He filmed two student

musicians in the house, a 
drummer and a trumpeter, and 
edited them together to create 
a continuous piece of music.” 

Of the work at the Stanley 
Picker Gallery itself, highlights 
include video installations 
Flood Plain, that shows a small 
set of pot-plants left to wilt on 
an expanse of scorched earth, 
and Volume and Frequency, 
that focuses on a distant group 
of surfers patiently waiting for 
a wave to come. 

Falkner adds: “Mike’s work is 
sensitive and gets people to 
consume it slowly and really 
think about. It is very consid¬ 
ered and brings a meditative 
atmosphere to the gallery.” 


These installations may 
sound abstract and challenging 
but Falkner is confident audi¬ 
ences are finding this kind of 
contemporary art accesible. 

He says: “Tate Modern’s visi¬ 
tor numbers show it is a huge 
tourist attraction as well as a 
significant cultural resource. 

“Hopefully, at the Stanley 
Picker Gallery, we do our bit 
for the broader cultural envi¬ 
ronment and will continue to 
bring contemporary work to 
people in Kingston.”

CONFESSIONS OF A SHOPAHOLIC 

(PG): Rebecca Bloomwood (Isla Fisher) 
is a journalist who dreams of working on 
fashion bible Alette. Biding her time on a 
financial journal, her quirky column 
becomes a huge success. But she is 
hiding a deep, dark secret - an 
obsession with shopping. She juggles 12 
credit cards, racking up debts of around 
$16,000, yet somehow still clings onto 
her apartment, her dream job, Mr Right, 
and the love of family and friends. As 
long as Isla is on screen, goofing around, 
we are happy to be sold this cheap and 
cheerful fantasy. ★★★ 

PUSH (12A): This suspense thriller is set 
in a grim, foreboding future. A shadowy 
government agency known as The 
Division rounds up psychics for the 
express purpose of creating an army 
capable of controlling every thought and 
event. Nick Gant (Chris Evans) is a 
second-generation telekinetic, who has 
been on the run ever since Division Agent 


Henry Carver (Djimon Hounsou) murdered 
his father. He meets 13-year-old Cassie 
(Dakota Fanning), a ‘watcher’ or 
clairvoyant, who needs his help to retrieve 
a suitcase containing £6m. Director Paul 
McGuigan directs with confidence, 
including a couple of blistering action 
sequences, but the script, however, is 
riddled with unanswered questions and 
plot holes. ★★★ 

CADILLAC RECORDS (15): Darnell 
Martin’s dramatisation of the rise of 
Chess Records and its recording artists is 
a downbeat nostalgia trip full of woe, jeal¬ 
ousy and betrayal, set in 1950 and 60s 
Chicago. Beyonce Knowles puts in a stel¬ 
lar performance as emotionally damaged 
Etta James but the rest of the film falls 
way below par. Martin’s script is unfo¬ 
cused and cluttered with too many char¬ 


acters all clamouring for our limited 
attention. ★★★ 

FRIDAY THE 13TH (18): What is this 
crazy, mixed-up world coming to when a 
group of promiscuous, bong-smoking 
college kids can’t spend a weekend at a 
waterside retreat with a grisly past without 
running into a machete-wielding 
psychopath? The new Friday The 13th 
nods and winks to Sean S Cunningham’s 
seminal 1980 bloodbath and adds a few 
twists of its own - but is a very poor 
remake. Devoid of scares, male characters 
are largely misogynist jerks while their 
female companions divide neatly into 
sensible girls and brazen hussies 
incapable of keeping their breasts covered. 
The latter die first. I left the cinema feeling 
depressed to be a member of the human 
race. Horrific for all the wrong reasons. ★
